REMARKS 


ON THE LATE 


COME T. 


My Friend, 

Received yours, bearing date 7uly, the twelfth 1681, Wherein 

J [ am much afﬀeGted with your ſeven days, which you call Pro- 
phetical,and indeed I have been the more convinced of the truth 

of them ſince [ have peruſed thoſe Indefatigable Scriptures, and as to 
that principal place in the 20 Chapter of Exodar and the 11. ver, 
where it isſaid che Lord made heaven and earth in 6 Days, and reſted 
the 7 and hallowd ity and I believe it muſt of neceſſity have a great- 
er Extent then barely a relation to the work, for without doubt they 
have in them a Myſtery, and relate to our days and times, even to 
the end of the World, or 7000 years, and we may afſure our ſelves 
that theſe 7 days are meant 7000 years, and you will oe ſatisfied of 
the truth of it'in that famous Scripture, Pſa/m the 90 and 4. vers. 
for a 1000 Tears in thy ſight are but as yeſterdayythat is a day paſt,and 
in the 3 Chapter of the ({econd Epiſtle of Peter and the 8 ver. the A- 
poſtle ſaith this be vr [gnorant of one thing,my Beloved, that 1,4 1000 
Tears is as one day with the Lord, and one day as 1000 Tears, So that 
theſe 7 days muſt ſignifie 7000 years, and there is a hidden Myſtery 
in them, relating to us, upon whom the End of the World is come, 
and you {hal} be yet more ſatisfied if you read the 3 and 4 verfes 
of that Chapter, know ch1s firſt, teat wn tie laſt days there ſhall come 
ferth Scoffers, vaikgng after their wn luſt, ſaying, where ts the _— |

ef bis coming,” and ſince the fathers fell afleep all things continue as th 
were, 2s if they were a Nation or people blinded forgetting il 
thoſe heavenly promiſes, which relate te his coming, 
Neverthelets, we according to his promiſe look for »ew heavens 
aid new earth, wherein dwelleth Righteouſneſs, and without doubt 
we are near the accompliſhment of thoſe times, #/hen the Law 
ſhalt go out of Sion, and the Word of the Lord from Jeruſalem, 
when Nations ſball be ruled bythe Word of the Lord, and net by the 
Luſts and corrupt minds of Men. But my Friend, I would not 
derogate too far from your ſeven days, becauſe they did ſo much 
agree and harmonize with thoſe Heralds and Signs which ſo late- 
ly appeared to us in our Hemiſphear : but of that by and by. 
Conſider, my Friend, thoſe ſeven days fignifie 7e00 years, and 
indeed I do much agree with you, when I conſider what the Lord 
bath done in the fix days work, or 6000 years; as to the firſt two 
days, or 2c00 years which commenced from Adam to the giving 
of the Law upon Mount $:n4, in which the old World was de- 
ſtroyed, and the glorious diſpenſation of the Law brought in,this is 
verified both by Scripture and Chronology, and it was a glorious 
change, 1500 years from Adam to the Flood, and 50o years to 
the giving of the Law, which made up two days, or two 2009 
years ; and of this, Scripture is fulfill'd, - As to the Chronology 
I refer you to Sir Walter Rawley, in the Hiſtory of the World, the 
ſecond two days or 2000 years was compleated from the giving 
of the Law, to the coming of Chriſt, which was exactly fulfilled, 
and this is far more glorious than the former : Thus was the four 
'days, or 4909 ycars compleated. | 
The next two days not compleat. The (ix days are yet to be 
fulfilled, and part of them are expired, which is from the coming. 
of Chriſt to this year 1681. wants only 300 and 19, years to the 
next great and new revolution, or change of all things. | 
And we muft not expe any below Chriſt, neither can there be 
any thing greater than.Chrilt glorified among his People, it will be- 
Chriſt in the greatneſs of his Glory, ſubjeQing Nations and King- 
' doms to himſelf , and to this give all the Scriptures teſtimony : 
And my Friend, when I conſider, 'what the Scriptures have ſaid of 
Wars, There ſhall be Wars aud rumors of Wars, the Fathir againſt 
the Son, and the Son againſt the Father, and Brother againſt Bro- 
they,

ther, a Mans Enemies ſhill be them of his own Houſe, and there 
ſrall be 4 day of trouble that hath not been, neither foal be hereafter, 
but it ſhall be ſhortned for the Elefts ſake ;, and whoſoever liveth 
much longer, it is to be feared, may ſee thoſe Bloody Days, if the 
Papiits have their wills, and not reſtrained by the Lord : but he 
ſaith, he will cut his work, ſhort in rightouſneſs, and fruſtrate the 
devices of wicked men, But, my Friend, do not miſtake me, for 
I do not believe the end of all things to be at hand, but the end of 
theſe two laſt days, or 2000 years ; for the Jews muſt firſt be cal- 
led, and the Goſpel preached to all Nations, before the end of the 
ſeventh day, or ſeven 7009 years, the true year of Jubile, the 
Sabbath of Reſt, to be compleated : And indeed you conſider that 
Rome to this day, although blindly, obſerves every ſeventh year 
for a year of Jubile, not knowing what the true meaning is of it : 
This is the time that every Man ſhall fit under his own Vine, and 
under his Fig-Tree, and cat the Fruit of his Labour, and praiſe the 
Lord for ever and ever, at the end of the ſeventh day, or 7000 
years, the Kingdom ſhall be delivered up to the Father, and this 
is the end of the World. 


Therefore conſider : this muſt be a ſanRified time, a 1000 years | 


of Glory, far exceeding the former 6000 years, or days, where- 
in God is ſaid to re{t from his Labour ; and doubtleſs will be the 
tettlement of the rſh Church, and the union both of Jews and 
Gentils together, and the total bringing under the Man of Sin : 
that there may be no more hurting nor deſtroying in all Gods 

holy Mountains. 
| And now I am come to ſpeak of the Signs and Heralds, which 
have lately appeared in the Heavens, as the uſhering in of this 
which I bave ſpoken of; for the Scripture faith plainly, 1» the 
latter days there ſhall be Sirens in the Heavens, Blood and Fire, and 
Pillars of Smoak, which many have experienced : And indeed: 
thiv Comet or BlazingStar is of the ſame nature- One of theſe 
had we in G5 and 66, before that mighty Plague and deitruQive 
Fire fell upon us, and another in 73, before the borrid Plot break 
out ; and now this laſt great one the mighticſt that hath been 
feen ; beſides ficry Meteors and Hallows, and Blood that hath 
dropped from the Heavens in many places; and theſe have ful- 
filled the Scriptures with truth, and the Scriptures hath credited! 
4 themp 
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them in ſpeaking of them, and making mention of them before 
they came. 

And, although 1 am a Lover of Art, I would not lay” too great 
a ſtreſs upon Aitronomy, or any thing belonging to it, and would 
have all that are ſearchers ingo theſe things, firlt to be well acquain- 
ted with the Scriptures, and they will make good work of it, and 
ſhew the mind' of God by his Works in the Heavens, For the 
Heavens declare the Glory of Gody and the Earth” bis handy Work, 

Now a little to ſhew what is meant by a Comet or Blazing- 


- Star, and I ſhall be bricf, for my intent is to ſpeak of its ettects. 


Theſe Comets are no' more than a dry Exhalation, viſcous and 
{lymy, exhalted by the Sun and power ot- the Stars, by degrees, 
into the upper Region of the Air, by how much the dryer or the 
noiſter the Vapours are ; they are compounded of the higher they 
are drawn up to : and it hath been the Judgment of the Antients 
that rheſe never appear but with the ſignal hand of God ; neither 
do [ believe leſs : for | believe they carry Divinity in them, and 
they are the Meſſengers from the Almighty to declare his Will and 
pleaſure, And I mult tell you, that which was laſt is the moſt re- 


' markable of all others, both in largenefſs of its Streams reaching 
a!l moſt to the Zenith, or Mid-Heaven, and its effeRts will be as 


great ; it was a bright lively colour mounting up with its rays, the 
moſt light of any that appeared and the moſt like that which ap- 
peared in the time of Ceſar Aug»/txs, in whoſe Reign Chriſt was 
born. And you ſhall find in that Hiſtory that one of the Sibels, S;- 
lilla Tibertina told Ceſar that the Star ſignified a Man-child born, 
that ſhould be greater than Ceſar ; and advifed Ceſar to worlhip 
him and adore him. And without doubt this Star - declares to the 
World,that Chriſt is at hand to accompliſh great works in routing 
Kingdoms and great Empires, and to eſtabliſh them in Righteout- 
neſs ; it ſignifeth War to break forth, and Plagues, and the head 
mounts up; there is deliverances a coming, helps is at hand, God 
will deliver his People through Fire, Sword, and from a flood of 
Enemies, according to that Scripture, When the Enemy ſhall come 51 
like a Flood ghe Spirit of the Lord ſhall lift up « Stardard : now the 
nature of this is fignified by the Signs it appeared in, and paſlcd 
through, which are Scorpio, m Saguary, £ and Piſces, X and fear 
Aries ' too, for it was very near it, Under the Signs are France, and 
part

part of Flanders,"Slavony, Hung ary, Portugal, Gall thria, Siletia, 
V alentia, and the Planets are Mars and Paper, which ſignificth 
War,Fire,and putreſaction of Blood; and theſe Kingdoms will God 
lay his hands on without repentance : and this is that which vlkers 
in that famous Conjunction of Saturagzand Zupiter, 1682, the mir- 
rour of the world, there hath not been the like in the memory of 
Man, nor Chronology, for no leſs than three times is this Con- 
junRion celebrated in ten moneths,of Sat»rn and Jupiter, and with- 
out doubt when the effe4s of this Conjunction, and the laſt E- 
clipſe of the Sun in Aries opperate, woo, woo, to befal the Courts 
of Princes, it is like to pell down the high looks of France,for all he 
thinks he's above the Stars, for this Comet paſt through his natural 

Sign or his Nativity ; and the War in that great ConjunQtion, and 
the Comets influence is between Saturn and Fupiter ; Fupiter de- 
notes good men, Saturn bad men, then down goeth Rome, and all 

the Papiſtical Government, whether it be Kingdoms or Empires ; 

and eſpecially in that Kingdom where the Goipel is moſt power- 
fully preached, there will begin the Sorrow, for you know the 

Ark of God could not ſtand in the Houſe of Dagor, but it brought 

the Idol upon his Knees ; Chriſt and Bel:al- cannot live together, 
it alſo ſgnifieth the death of ſome great Prince in Exrope ; the 

Conjunction falls in a Kingly Sign. woo be to men in great places, . 
they will be the worſt of people, ſignified by Sarwrn, whole God 

is their Belly, who mindeth earthly things z but people in the in-- 
ward Court that waiteth upon God,who hath his Mark intheir Forc- 

heads. and in their right Hand ; and you may look for the tegin= 

ning of theſe things in Angſt $1, and ſo forwards to the approach- 

ing year 82, the finiſhing of the reſt: in. the mean time, let juſt 

and honeſt men unite in the Faith of Chriſt, and tand by him that 

hath laid his Life down for us ; ſetting aſide all differetice in Reli- 

gion, profeſſing the Truth, as it is in Jeſus, Then. let France and 

Rome do its worſt, For the Lord Jehovah will-be on our ſide, and* 
the Spirit of Truth ſhall aphold us, —_
